I looked through the JARPA and I talked to Chris Waldbillig (WDFW) about coatings and containment. He said 
the metal tanks have no coating/paint and WDFW will condition the HPA they issue for containment of 
cutting materials. Cutting shou ld be done above the water line. This covers any concerns of DOE Water 
Qua lity Program. 

I talked to Rebecca Padgett and Joe Burcar in DOE Shoreline & Environmental Assessment Program (SEA). 
Shorelands permits are a local determination and C. Waldbillig said local governments involved have made 
their determination. No 401 certification is needed because no federal permits are required. That rules out 
any permits related to SEA program here. 

We have no permits to issue for this proposal.
